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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 22-29 and 31-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art teaches the invention essentially as claimed but does not teach separate 
leveling and stirring squeegees. See Asai and Fogal. Neither does the prior art teach a 
step of detecting the height of the viscous fluid before transfer. Typically the height 
distance between the nozzle and viscous fluid is determined. The closest prior art 
indirectly measures the height of the fluid during transfer by measuring the height of the 
nozzle and detecting proximity to the bottom of the fluid container during immersion 
rather than before. See Arikado. By measuring the height of the fluid, the amount of 
fluid transferred can be set with high precision without risk of damaging the component.
